Itodmuu for $1,000 damages infuvorol 
Swilzlur. Thu suit involves tho history 
of mi era of misrule in Missouri, now 
happily past and almost iforgolten ; bill 
in justice lo Colonel fdwltzlor and llio 
causu which ho so faithfully, and also 
much cost lo himself,, represented In 
this harriissing contest, it will bo proper 
lo rostnlo its leading points. Switzler 
was elected lo Congress in 1800 lu Iho 
old Ninth District, by a |io|niliir majori- 
ty of nearly 1,000, over D. J1. Dyer, tho 
Hopiiblicun candidate. Jn the registra- 
tion before the election the registrars, 
till Republican partisans, had done their 
task of disfranchising the people with 
all tho infamous Ihlelity which (.'hurau- 
torlzcd Iho business in thai day, and 
thousands of persons who ought lo have 
voted, under Urn law, were denied tho 
privilege. ]lnl in spito of all this Dyur 
was bunion and Swilzler elected by tliu 
vote

friends with, wu believe, the approval 
of Dyor himself, apnunlcd from the peo- 
ple who c.isl the voles, lo the Secretary 
ot State, Hodman, who counted them ;
